8 The progressives have figured 
prominently in the proceedings of the 
House of Commons during the last 
week, despite the fact that Mr. Crerar 
has been absent through illness., In 
the divisions, they have also made 
their strength felt, and the House now 
knows full well that the Progressives 
have to be reckoned with.

On the McMaster resolution, de¬ 
claring that persons holding positions 
as directors of banks, trust and insur¬ 
ance companies, transportation and 
large public utility corporations 
should resign these before becoming 
ministers of the Crown, the progress¬ 
ives were almost a unit in support of 
it. The purpose of the resolution was 
to prevent such corporations bringing 
undue influence to bear on the gov¬ 
ernment on matters in which they 
are directly interested. A strong case 
was made out in the affirmative, the 
position of Mr. Ballantvne, who while 
a member of the Meighen Govern¬ 
ment, was also a director of the Mer¬ 
chants Bank, being cited. The reso¬ 
lution was seconded by O. R. Gould 
(Assiniboia), other speakers being 
R. A. Hoey (Springfield), and J. F. 
Johnson (Last Mountain), who said 
that if Mr. Crerar had been present 
he would have supported the resolu¬ 
tion. 

♦ * • 

On the Militia estimates, the pro¬ 
gressives came out strongly for a re¬ 
duction in the vote for the annual drill 
W. C # Good (Brant) contended that 
too much was being spent on Militia, 
especially at- a time when 'an effort 
was being made to get away from war 
Miss McPhail pointed out. that the 
amount asked for the administration 
of Justice, Health and Labor and the 
Yukon Territory combined was $26,700 
less than that asked for annual drill. 
This was entirely too much money. 

* * * 

A. R. Carmichael (Kindersley) 
strongly favored reducing the vote for 
the military drill, and in this connec¬ 
tion spoke strongly of the conditions 
he had seen in some of the farming 
districts in the West when he was 
home at Easter, many farmers having 
been denied credits to tide them over 
a period of difficulty. He pointed out 
that while over a million was asked 
for the annual drill, only $275,000. 
was in the estimates for seed grain 
advances. Others came out strongly 
for an appreciable cut. 

During consideration of the vote for 
Surveys. J. Garland (Bow River) 
was responsible for a motion that cut 
out the vote by $30,000. this being 
seconded by M. N. Campbell (Mac¬ 
kenzie) . V

Wheat seeding commensed April 24 
and was general May 1st according to 
the first Crop Report of the Depart- 
mnt of Agriculture for the season 
1922.2

There still remains much water in 
the low' spots, but with the prevailing 
weather conditions, these are drying- 
up fast and will be seeded later to 
oats and barley. The ground appears 
to have been thoroughly saturated 
with moisture which correspondents 
state will be sufficient until the mid¬ 
dle of June, with the exception of the 
Senlac district in the west central 
district where the soil was somewhat 
dry and moisture would be accept¬ 
able. In the east central district 
conditions were slightly later and it 
was a week Later before seeding be¬ 
came entirely general, 
son. 

* * * 

All livestock is in fair condition and 
is improving with the new grass as 
feed. In many districts farm help is 
reported as being scarce. Prevailing 
wages for experienced help runs from 
$35.00 to 45.00 a month for the sea¬ 
son

Improved Method Of 
Poisoning Gophers 

Gophers Will Eat Poisoned Oats All 
Sumrrrer: Birds Escape Injury 


,One of the problems with which the 
prairie farmer is faced in tin= spring 
is thac of reducing the number of 
gophers that have hibernated in and 
around his fields. Of the several 
methods such as poisoning, fumigat¬ 
ing and trapping, which have been 
utilized from time to time for this 
purpose, it would appear that poison¬ 
ing is the best adapted to the use of 
the average farmer. Wheat poisoned 
with strychnine sulphate has been us¬ 
ed for many years for gopher control 
but, despite excellent results obtained 
with this, its use has certain disad¬ 
vantages, With the appearance of the 
green growth in the spring the dry 
grains of poisoned wheat are no long¬ 
er attractive, to the- gophers, This 
bait, therefore, is of value only early 
in the season. . 

KILLING BIRD FRIENDS AND 
GOPHER ENEMIES 

In addition u» this, tlm wheal that 
has been poisoned for gopher destruc¬ 
tion is frequently eaten by the iall too 
scarce prairie birds, such as the hom¬ 
ed and meadowy larks. Poisoning 
these birds is of serious consequence, 
since each of them is probably as 
great a friend to the farmer as the 
gopher is his enemy, for they destroy 
immense numbers of noxious insects 
such as cutworms and grasshoppers, 

* * * 

In order to protect these birds from 
being killed by feeding on poisoned 
wheat, the latter is often placed in the 
gophers burrows instead of being 
scattered near the entrance to the 
hole. Unfortunately the gopher does 
not feed on this grain while it is in 
the hole, Every day, however, he 
“cleans house” by kicking any loose 
earth, or other material, that he finds 
in the burrow, .'' In this way he scat¬ 
ters around the entrance all of the 
poisoned grain which may have been 
placed well into the hole, Should he 
chance to find any of these scattered 
grains he may feed upon them and be 
poisoned, but he has placed them in 
the reach of the birds which the 
farmer sought to protect. 

USE OATS INSTEAD OF WHEAT 

Both of these disadvantages can be 
overcome if oats are used to replace 
wheat as the carrier of the poison. 
Gophers will feed on poisoned oats 
throughout the summer when they 
cannot be tempted with wheat. Of 
still greater importance is the fact 
that no small birds will feed at any 
time on these oats. Larger birds, 
such as prairie chicken, partridge and 
poultry, it is true*, feed freely on them 
but none of them are susceptible to 
poisoning by strychnine. The fact is 
not generally known in Alberta, but it 
has been amply demostrated both here 
and elsewhere by feeding domestic 
poultry for over two weeks upon poi¬ 
soned grain. Gophers fed on grain 
from the same stock were killed in 
about five minutes, 

For this reason poisoned oats are 
V ot dangerous to any bird life with 
the exception of crows and magpies, 
which may be killed by feeding on 
| poisoned gophers. 

j ,A teaspoonful of poisoned oats, if a

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little scattered, is not dangerous to 
stock when placed near the entrance 
to a gopher burrow, but it is almost 
ceratin to be found and eaten by the 
gopher at any season of the year that 
it is above ground. 

In the states of Montana and the 
Dakotas, where state wide gopher 
control is compulsory, poisoned oats 
are used to the exclusion of any other 
method of control, and in these states 
the gopli < have been nearly exter¬ 
minated. It has there been found 
that “strychnine alkaloid'’ is far su¬ 
perior to * strychnine sulphate” for 
poisoning grain, and the following 
directions are given for poisonig oats 
► with this substance are those given by 
Professor R. A. Cooley, of the Mon¬ 
tana State College. 

METHOD OF USING STRYCHNINE 
ALKALOID WITH OATS 

1. Mix one ounce of strychnine al¬ 
kaloid, powdered, and one ounce of 
baking soda (1 tablespoonful) toget¬ 
her in dry form. 

2. Prepare starch paste an follows: 
Dissolve one heaping tablespoonful 
of dry gloss starch in a little cold wa¬ 
ter. When thoroughly dissolved add 
enough water to mak^ three-fourths 

^of a pint. Boil and stir constantly un- 
;il a clear, thin paste is formed. 

3. Now stir the mixture of strych¬ 
nine and baking soda into the starch 


while the latter is still hot: stir thor¬ 
oughly until a creamy mass is form¬ 
ed. 

4. Add one-fourth pint of any or¬ 
dinary syrup, such as corn syrup and 
stir thoroughly. 

5. Add one-eight of an ounce (1 
teaspoonful) of saccharine and one- 
eight of an ounce of glycerine, and 
again stir thoroughly. 

6. Pour tjiis mixture over twenty 
quarts of good clean oats and stir 
thin coat bf poisoned starch paste. 
This can be done in an ordinary wash 
tub. 

A quart of oats contains 120 tea¬ 
spoonfuls or enough for that number 
of burrows. 

It will be seen that this formula 
calls for considerably more work 
than does the usual preparation with 
strychnine sulphate, but if any muni¬ 
cipal council or farmers’ organization 
is contemplating an extensive cam¬ 
paign this spring we would strongly 
recommend that it be employed in or- 
<ier that the bait maj’' be used 
throughout the summer, and that 
valuable birds will not be killed.

CHALLENGES 

All challenges shall be sent to the 
Chairman of the Trustees of the 
Shield by registered mail, and there 
awaits its turn £or disposal of other 
challenges that may have been re¬ 
ceived previous. One or more or¬ 
ganized clubs from the same town or 
district may challenge for the Shield 
but all challenges are subject to the 
aprovai of the Trustees. 

SETTING DATES FOR GAM1ES 

On receipt of a challenge the Trus¬ 
tees shall communicate to the de¬ 
fending and challenging clubs by re¬ 
gistered letter, telephone or wire, the 
maximum amount of time set for the 
playing of the next game, which must 
be within eight days from receipt of 
challenge. The aforesaid clubs must 
then communicate and arrange a date 
suitable to both clubs within a spe¬ 
cified time. 

GAME EXPENSES 

The defending club shall pay the 
expenses of one official, but if two 
are u$ed, then each club pays half 
the expense. The defending club 
pays for the advertising and furnishes 
baseballs necessary for game. T£e 
challenging club pay all their own ex¬ 
penses in connection with game. 
Should the game not be played on 
the home grounds of the defending 
club, both challeng ng and defending 
clubs shall pay all their jayp. px-

penses.. 

GATE RECEIPTS 

The gate receipts from every g$me 
shall be divided 50 per cent to chal¬ 
lenging club and 50 per cent to de¬ 
fending club. 

OFFICIALS 

The officials or official handling the 
game must be satisfactory to both 
clubs, should two be used equal rights 
must prevail. In event of clubs not 
agreeing on officials, these will be ap¬ 
pointed by trustees. 

GROUNDS 

Must be of regulation size with 
bases and foul lines clearly marked. 

PLAYERS 

Player muct not play for more than 
one club in one season unless the club 
he belongs to has disbanded, and have 
not played a game .of any kind for 
thirty days. 

EQUIPMENT 

Regulation equipment must be used 
by all players and officials otherwise 
any participant may stop the game 
until such correction is made unless 
overruled by officials. 

NOTICES 

The defending club must mail a no¬ 
tice of the game to the trustees as 
soon as it is advertised, setting forth 
the date the time and place of same, 
also at "completion of game the re¬ 
sults together with the names and ad¬ 
dresses of each player and official. 

RULING 

The games shall be played accord¬ 
ing to National League Baseball rules, 
subject to whatever ground rules are 
agreed upon by the challenging and 
defending clubs. 


PROTEST 

All protest must be wired or tele¬ 
phoned to the trustees not later than 
the day following the lay the game is 
played, and at the protesting club’s 
expense. No protest will be consid¬ 
ered unless the offending club has had 
notice of the protest either directly 
before or after the game, unless the 
protest has reference to defaulting or 
gate receipts. 

DEFAULTING 

Any club failing to appear or play 
an advertised game after having eight 
days notice, shall be considered as 
defaulting the game, unless they can 
show that it was through circum¬ 
stances not under their control. 

BASEBALL TOURNAMENT 

In the event of a baseball tourna¬ 
ment taking place at Chauvin, Edgen- 
ton. Wainwright. or Irma, the club 
holding the Shield at that time will be 
required to put same up as a prize 
to be competed for in addition to any 
prizes that may be put up by tourna¬ 
ment. The club winning the tourna¬ 
ment will be awarded the shield, pro¬ 
vided always that said club is eligible 
for competition, in this case the high¬ 
est eligible club will be awarded the 
Shield. The clause regarding “game 
expenses” and “gate receipts” do not 
apply in connection with tournaments 
BONDS 

A bond or note to the value of fifty 
dollars must be signed by three res¬ 
ponsible parties of the victorious club 
as a guarantee for the safekeeking 
the Shield and will be returned to 
them on the delivery of the Shield in 
good condition to their successors. 

PENALTIES 

On t^e violation of any of the fore¬ 
going rules the offending club may be 
required to surrender unconditionally 
the Wainwright Creamery Baseball 
Challe^e Shield. 

The mailing of the challenge to the 
trustees for the Wainwright Creamery 
Baseball Challenge Shield is under¬ 
stood by the trustees as an acceptance 
of the rules under which it is given. 

The trustees of ihe Wainwright 
Creamery Shield reserve the right to 
challenge the ruling of the Shield at 
any time in the interest of better 
Baseball after having given the con¬ 
testing clubs proper notice.

Manufacturing Town 


Since the heading of this article 
was written a continuous rain has 
been raining for the past fourteen 
hours in all parts of the district. This 
in addition to the showers that have 
fallen during the past week makes the 
crop prospects the best we have had 
for years. 

During the past week a number of 
showers have fallen in the district. 
These were followed by a thunder 
storm on Sunday that gave all parts 
a rainfall. The Dina andOxville dis¬ 
trict received a larger rainfall than 
did Chauvin and Ribstone. There is 
now an ample supply of moisture in 
the gTound for the crops, which dur¬ 
ing the past week have been making 
very rapid growth. 

Early reports indicated that there 
would likely be ia decrease in the acre¬ 
age of wheat sown; but later reports 
state that owing to a plentiful mois¬ 
ture, a number of farmers are seed¬ 
ing- more acres than they originally 
planned. It is probable therefore that 
there is a small percentage of in¬ 
crease in the acreage sown. It is es¬ 
timated that five percent of wheat is 
on new breaking, and that generally 
the seedbeds are better prepard than 
in previous seasons. , 

The prairie grass has made a very 
rapid growth during the past week. 
Cattle are doing fine. Horses owing 
to the cool, but not cold, weather are 
coming through the spring rush of 
work in excellent condition. ,
